CANCER OF THE VAGINA, WITH ADVANCED PREGNANCY; 
CESAREAN OPERATION ; DEATH OF MOTHER FORTY-ONE 
HOURS AFTERWARDS; AUTOPSY; CHILD DOING WELL. 

(Under the care of Dr. Hatt Davis and Mr. Dz Moraay.) 
WE described in our last ‘‘ Mirror” the history of this case 

up to the 13th inst., when, symptoms of labour having set in, 

a consultation was held, and, the application of the forceps 

having been found impossible, Cesarean section was deter- 

mined upon. 

Mr. De Morgan then proceeded to perform the operation. 
An incision about five inches long, from an inch below the 
umbilicus to two inches above the pubes, was made through 
the abdominal walls. The structure of the uterus was then 
carefully incised. It was found to be very much thicker 
than was anticipated. When the membranes were exposed 
the finger was introduced between them and the uterus, 
and the organ divided upwards and downwards to the ex- 
tent of the external incision. The fetal membranes were 
punctured and similarly cut. The foetus was then found with 
the left arm presenting at the wound. This was disengaged, 
but it was found that, from the great thickness of the uterine 
walls, the legs could not be extricated. The incision was pro- 
longed to an inch above the umbilicus, and the fetus was 
then extracted. It was very livid, and did not breathe; the 
rd was pulsating, but this soon ceased. The cord was tied 
and cut. Some profuse hemorrhage took place, entirely, it 
was remarked, from the walls of the uterus. Whilst the 
placenta was still attached by quite half its extent no blood 
whatever flowed from its exposed surface. The uterus was 
sluggish in its contraction, and it was thought best to aid 
the throwing off of the placenta. The abdominal incision and 
the cavity and incised walls of the uterus were well sponged 


with a solution of chloride of zinc, forty grains to an ounce ; 
the were repeatedly passed into the uterus, and thrust 
out through the os uteri. A slight and ual contraction of 


the uterus took place, the effect of which was that its 

were greatly everted, the internal ins of the incision 

coming nearly into contact, while the external were so widely 

separated as nearly to bring the cut surfaces into the same 
lane. Dark blood now oozed freely from the uterine incision. 

e edges and surfaces were pi firmly er, which re- 

uired some force; three ligatures were deeply through 
he edges of the uterine incision and tied. Still blood con- 
tinued to ooze. The galvanic battery was now made to act 
across the abdomen, and cold water and ice applied to the 
external abdominal walls and to the vagina. is was soon 
followed by powerful uterine contraction, and the bleeding 
nearly ceased. The abdominal incision was brought together 
by three —- and three superficial sutures, large flannel pads 
were applied on each side, and firm compression made with a 
bandage. In order to further uterine contraction a drachm of 
— essence of ergot was administered. 

The child, a male, was removed in a state of asphyxia, from 
which it was restored by the warm bath, with cold affusion, 
inflation of the lungs, &c., in about a quarter of an hour. Its 
weight next day was found to be five’ pounds and a half with- 
out its clothes.

lhe continued to take nourishment and stimulants in small 

uantities frequently. She bore considerable pressure of the

There had 
no return of sickness since early morn. 

15th.—Fifty minutes past two a.m.: She was suddenly 
seized with faintness, and sank in a few moments. 

The post-mortem examination (the same afternoon at pa 
two) by Dr. bean | revealed the following appearances :—Body 
emaciated, especially the extremities. There was still a moderate 
layer of fat beneath the integuments of the trunk. Ri 
mortis well marked. The surface of the body was very 
anwmic, and the lips were quite blanched. There was an in- 
cision in the middle line of the abdomen, extending from just 
above the umbilicus, and to its left side, nearly to the pubes ; 
it was held together by five wire sutures ; the upper and lower 

les were open. There was no attempt at esion. The 
ablentinal cavity was opened without interfering with the in- 
cision. The uterus reached to a height of four inches above 
the pubes. In its anterior wall was an incision three inches 
and a half in length, the upper and lower parts of which were 
held in apposition by silken sutures, but the centre was gaping, 
though the edges were still ially held together by two 
silken ligatures, which seemed to have nearly cut their way 
out ; for some space round the edges there was considerable 
injection. There were some very soft recent adhesions be- 
tween a coil of intestine and the fundus. In the course of the 
right round ligament was a deal of injection ; and there 
was a very small quantity (about a dessert-spoonful) of turbid, 
slightly bloody fluid in the pelvic cavity. The rest of the 
peritoneum showed no .* of inflammation. On the inner 
aspect of the incision in the abdominal wall the edges were in- 
jected for a distance of about an inch. In the centre, one of 
the sutures only through the skin, and here the perito- 
neal of the incision were about an inch apart ; above and 
below, they were held in apposition by the wire sutures, which 
passed deeply. There was a little infiltration of reddish turbid 
serum between the fascia transversalis and the muscles in the 
lower of the abdomen. The stomach and intestines were 
distended with gas, but otherwise normal. The liver was 
rather large; it was anemic, and rather fatty. The spleen 
was somewhat enlarged, and soft. The left kidney was ane- 
mic, but otherwise ap) normal, and the ureter was not 
dilated. On the right side the ureter would admit the thumb, 
and the = of the kidney was much dilated, and contained 
some turbid purulent fluid. The kidney wasencroached upon by 
the dilated cortices, and much wasted. Bladder normal. On re- 
moving the uterus, the posterior three-fourths of the v pre- 
sented a surface, was sloughy, and infiltrated with cancer, 
extending from the os to within a short distance of the orifice. 
The anterior one-fourth was still normal. The ulceration ex- 
tended over the greater part of the posterior lip of the os uteri, 
which was infiltrated with cancerous tissue. e anterior lip 
was very much swollen and edematous, but not cancerous. The 
body of the uterus was not involved in the cancerous 
The fundus was opened from behind. The uterine walls were

Heart of moderate 
size, and normal. All the cavities contained some loose clots. 
22nd.—-The child is thriving on its supply from the wet-

INNOMINATE ANEURISM; SIMULTANEOUS LIGATURE OF 
THE RIGHT SUBCLAVIAN AND CAROTID ARTERIES. 


(Under the care of Mr. CurisrorHer HEATH.) 


In the ‘‘ Mirror” of Dec. 2nd, we gave an account of this 
most interesting case; and have abstained from further notice 
of it until all danger from the immediate effects of the double 
operation had passed off. This, we are happy to say, is now 
the case, the patient’s convalescence from the operation having 
been uninterrupted. Both the ligatures upon the arteries came 
away on the 8th of December (eighteenth day after the ope- 
ration) without the slightest hemorrhage, and the wounds are 
now healed. The tumour has undergone a most decided dimi- 
nution in its size, and alteration in the nature of the impulse 
felt in it since the operation. The inner end of the clavicle 
can be distinctly defined, and the most distinctly pulsatile 
portion of the tumour appears to be in the situation of the 
sterno-clavicular articulation. There have not been through- 
out any symptoms referable to defective circulation in either 

brain or the arm. The patient has eaten and slept well, 
and all the pain and uneasiness previously complained of have 
passed off. When the ligatures had come away, the patient 
was put upon liberal diet without stimulants, and was ordered 
tincture of steel with digitalis; but these producing sickness, 
the prescription was altered to the acetate of lead, in one-grain 
doses, twice a day, and an ice-bag is being kept steadily over 
the site of the aneurism. 

We find that we were led into an error with regard to Rossi’s 
case of simultaneous ligature of the subclavian and carotid 
arteries. On referring to the original account of that case 
(Gazette Médicale, 1 it appears that M. Rossi tied the 
carotid and the jirst part of the right subclavian, thus cutting 
off by his =— all blood from the right vertebral artery. 
The supply of blood to the brain was, therefore, entirely de- 
pendent on the vessels of the left side; and the accidental oc- 
clusion of the left carotid by disease necessarily led rapidly to 
a fatal result from ramollissement. The present case is, 
therefore, the first of simultaneous ligature of the carotid and 
the third part of the subclavian. e understand that Mr. 
Heath intends, after some further interval, to bring it before 
the notice of one of the medical societies. 





ST. MARY’S HOSPITAL. 


LARGE FATTY TUMOUR IN THE SCROTUM; REMOVAL ; 
SECONDARY H#MORRHAGE ; DEATH. 


A MAN, fifty-two years old, was brought into the operating 
theatre of the above hospital on the 29th November, with a 
dense and elastic tumour of the scrotum, which measured in 
circumference twenty-seven inches from before backwards, and 
twenty-one inches horizontally. The swelling was shaped like 
acocoa-nut. The testicle could be felt on the right side high 
up, but that belonging to the left side was missing. The 
penis was lost completely in the swelling, a dimple alone 
marking the seat of the aperture of the foreskin. The tumour 
was dense, and gave a sensation of obscure fluctuation ; several 
large veins ran on its surface. It had been growing for seven 

» A trocar was inserted by Mr. Lane in various places, 

t no fluid ared. He then made a semicircular cut 
pone the skin along the lower surface of the tumour from 
the to the right groin. The dartos was thickened, and 
numerous veins were met with, but there was very little 
bleeding. The tumour, when was found to be fatty 
im character. A search having been made for the missing 
testicle, it was found imbedded in the anterior aspect of the 
tumour with the epididyinis, so diseased that it was not pre- 





served. A few vessels were li red. When the wound in 
the scrotum was closed after removal of the mass, the penis 
was again brought into view. 

For some days after the operation, altho the skin of the 
anterior flap sloughed, the case did well. ere Was no con- 
stitutional disturbance, the patient eating and sleeping well; 
— about 90, quiet and regular. On the sixth day the last 
igature came away. He continued to progress very satisfac. 
torily until Dec. 12th (fourteenth day), «vhen, after using the 
bed-pan, he fainted; and it was found that he was bleedi 
from the left inguinal region. The hemorrhage was speedily 
checked, and he does not seem to have lost more than a few 
ounces of blood ; yet he became much exhausted, and, spite of 
all efforts to sustain him, death took place the same night. 

On post-mortem examination, an abscess containing six 
ounces of very fetid pus was found behind the peritoneum in 
the pelvic fascia, running up towards the left kidney. The 
lungs were largely infiltrated with miliary tubercles, and the

THE POINTS OF RESEMBLANCE BETWEEN 
CATTLE-PLAGUE AND SMALL-POX.

In Tue Lancer of the 26th of August, 1865, I gave an 
account of the anatomical lesions I had found in the Cattle 
Plague, which had then begun to prevail in Britain. Subse- 
quent observation has confirmed the statements made in that 
communication. The main anatomical characters of the dis- 
ease are catarrhal or croupal inflammation of the lining mem- 
branes of the digestive canal and of the respiratory passages, 
and, in fact, of all the mucous membranes; an unusually dark 
colour of the blood; ecchymoses or hemorrhages in various 
parts—such as beneath the skin and into its substance, be- 
neath the mucous and serous membranes of the third and 
fourth stomachs and bowels, and beneath the endocardium; 
an aphthous condition of the mouth, nostrils, and vulva; the 
exhalation of a peculiar offensive odour from the whole body, 
but especially from the abdomen; and an unusual proneness 
to decomposition. 

In my former communication, it was shown that the dog- 
matic assertion that rinderpest was the precise pathological 
equivalent of human typhoid or enteric fever, was devoid 
foundation. So far as I know, this opinion has been confirmed 
by every subsequent observer who has dissected the diseased 
cattle for himself, and published the results of his investiga- 
tions. All agree in stating that the essential lesions of human 
typhoid fever are absent. A grave pathological error has thus 
been corrected. 

Typhoid fever, however, is not the only human malady to 
whisk cattle plague has been thought to be intimately related. 
By different writers rinderpest has 


compared to contagious 
typhus, scarlet fever, aqrenen influenza, and tery. A 
careful study of the subject has satisfied me that all these 


affections are entirely distinct. It is not my present object to 
enter in detail into the points of distinction between rinder- 
pest and the several diseases now mentioned. This I have 
done in a report which I have been requested to prepare for 
the Royal Commission ‘‘ On the Relation of the Cattle Plague 
to Human Diseases.” In the meantime, I desire to impress 
more particularly on the profession that there is one human 
disease which, as regards its relations to rinderpest, cannot be 
dismissed so lightly. If this disease be proved to be the same 
as rinderpest, not only will the benefits to pathological science 
be enormous, but a certain means of preventing the cattle 
plague will be placed within our power. The disease I allude 
to is small-pox. 

The ceuione of rinderpest to small-pox is no new dis- 
covery, although latterly it has been lost sight of. Upwards 
of 150 years ago, ini, in his admirable account of the 
Cattle Plague which pervaded Italy in 1711, enumerated among 
the symptoms ‘‘ pustulw quinta vel sexta die per totum corpus 
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tes, ac tubercula variolarum jem referentia.”* 


Lancisi likewise, in his description of the same outbreak, ob- 


grved: ‘Semper autem phl , pustulz, et ulcera linguam 
et fauces endo wn ardore Gbsidebant. my 

The physicians who described the outbreak of cattle plague in 
Britain in the middle of last century constantly refer to the 

eruption. Dr. Mortimer describes «*seabby eruptions 
in the groins and axille which itch much; for a cow will stand 
still, hold out her leg, and show signs of great pleasure when 
aman scratches these pustules or scabs for her.” Dr. Brock- 
lesby remarks : “‘ Frequently we may observe pustules break 
out on the fifth or sixth day, all over the neck and fore parts.$ 
And lastly, in 1758, Dr. Layard writes thus : ‘‘ Whoever will 
compare the appearances, progress, and fatality of the small- 
pox with what is remarked by authors of authority, as Ra- 
mazzini, Lancisi, and other observers, relative to the contagious 
distemper amongst the horned cattle, will not be at a loss one 
moment to determine whether this disease be an eruptive fever, 
like unto the small-pox, or not.”|| The outb of cattle 
plague here referred to commenced in England in 1745, and is 
erally said to have «ued out at the end of twelve years, or 
about 1757, and not to have reappeared until the summer of 
1865. But in 1769 the disease was again so prevalent and fatal 
that it was referred to by his Majesty George IIL., in his speech 
at the opening of Parliament in January, 1770, as a great 
national calamity. It is a most remarkable fact, that this last 
outbreak has been alluded to by most subsequent writers as an 
undoubted epizootic of variola, but that Layard, who described 
both this outbreak and the preceding one in the ‘‘ Philosophical 
Transactions,” regarded them as identical, recommended and 
practised inoculation in both, and in support of his opinion 
noted the following passage from a letter addressed to him by 
Fieq, d’Azyr, a great French authority on Epizootics: ‘Il me 
t comme & vous que c’est toujours la méme maladie qui 
aregné depuis 1711; et qu’elle a des grands rapports avec 
Yeruption varioleuse.”*| It is generally believed that it was 
the remains of this violent epizootic that Dr. Jenner found in 
Gloucestershire, which being communicated to the milkers, 
rendered them insusceptible of small-pox. With these and 
many like observations on record, it is surprising that the 
cataneous eruption should have been so long overlooked in the 
present epizootic. 

Early in the month of September I was struck with the occa- 
sional pane of circumscribed circular flattened vesicles, 
some of them as large as a threepenny piece, on the udders of 
cows that had died of the plague, resembling in every respect 
the vesicles of cow-pox. In one specimen, which ane 
Gamgee had the kindness to show me, this resemblance was 
most striking. Further observation has satisfied me that these 
large well-developed vesicles are only present in a few cases, 
bat that in almost every case, and probably in all where death 
has not occurred within the first three days of the disease, 
there is a papular or pustular eruption on the skin, closely re- 
sembling the eruption of = This eruption is not con- 
fined to any particular part of the integuments, but is most 
abundant on the back of the neck and shoulders, in the neigh- 
bourhood of the mouth, on the udder and scrotum, and on the 
skin surrounding the anus and the entrance to the vagina. A 
minute description of this eruption is contained in my Official 
Report. At present it will suffice to state that it appears to 
consist, in the first instance, of minute pimples or elevations, 
which become softened at their summits into pustules. These 
speedily dry up, and form a scab, on detaching which the sub- 
jacent cutis appears raw or superficially ulcerated. Petechize 
are not wpe ery | interspersed through the eruption. This 
eruption accounts for the spots and stains observed in the 
tanned hides of cattle that have died of the plague. 

But the cutaneous eruption is not the only character in 
which rinderpest resembles small-pox. Its close resemblance, 
if not still more intimate relation, to human variola, is borne 
out the following considerations. 

1. Small-pox is the only acute contagious exanthem in man

2. The other prominent symptoms of rinderpest are also 
those of small-pox—viz., yrexia, lumbar pain, running from 
the nostrils, alvine fiux, J seen am Fg and ) mab anny and the 
“* typhoid state.” 

3. The anatomical lesions of the two diseases are identical— 
viz., inflammation of the mucous membranes of the air- 
and digestive canal, dark-coloured blood, ecchymoses, and a 
pustular eruption with petechie on the skin. This will be 
apparent on oe the post-mortem ap ces of human 
variola as detailed by Dr. Copland* with those of rinderpest 
described by me in Tue Lancer of Aug. 26th. 

4. In both diseases, a peculiar offensive odour is exhaled 
from the body, both before and after death. 

5. In both, the duration of the pyrexial stage is about seven 
or eight days. 

6. The two diseases resemble one another in their extreme 
contagiousness, and in the facility with which the poison is 
transmitted by fomites. 

7. Both diseases can be propagated by inoculation. This 
can be said with certainty of no other human malady than 
small-pox. 

8. In both diseases there is a period of incubation, which is 
shorter when the poison has been introduced by inoculation 
than when it has been received by infection. 

9. Vaccinated persons are constantly exposed to small-pox 
poison with impunity; and, with regard to rinderpest, there 
are numerous instances in which individual cattle, or entire 
herds, appear to have led charmed lives in the midst of sur- 
rounding pestilence. This last fact has never been explained ; 
but the immunity of the cattle in question would be 7 
accounted for on the supposition that they had previously suf- 
fered from ordinary cow-pox. 

10. It is a mistake to imagine that variole vaccine is of 
necessity a mild disease. Under ordinary circumstances it 
undoubtedly is so. But there are many epizootics of cow-pox 
on record+ where the disease was of a malignant character, 
and destroyed the cattle almost as extensively as small-pox 
did the human race. 

11. It has been repeatedly stated of late years that ordinary 
cow-pox had become so rare that it was difficult to obtain 
lymph direct from the cow for the purpose ot human vaccina- 
tion. As a natural consequence, the majority of the cattle im 
these kingdoms are unprotected from the invasion of the dis- 
ease in a more severe form. 

12. Although it may be objected to the view that rinderpest 
is simply small-pox in the ox, that there is no proof that the 
diseased animals have communicated small-pox to the human 
subject, and that in fact human small-pox is far less prevalent 
in Britain than it was a few years ago when there was no 
rinderpest, yet it is well known that there is often a dif- 
ficulty in transmitting small-pox from one species of animal to 
another, and that when transmitted the disease is mcdified, 
although essentially the same. The rinderpest itself, notwith- 
standing the assertions to the contrary made when it first ap- 
peared among us, is transmissible to sheep, goats, and deer; yet 
there is more difficulty in communicating it to these animals 
than from cow to cow. The difficulty ought to be still greater in 
communicating it to the human species than to animals so 
closely allied to cattle as sheep, &c. Evidence, however, of the 
transmission of rinde to the human subject is not altogether 
wanting. Through the kindness of Dr. Quain, I had recently 
an opportunity of seeing a man who had accidentally inocu- 
lated the back of his hand about ten days before with matter 
from the hide of a cow which had died of rinderpest. The 
result was a large vesicle surrounded bya red areola, indis- 
tinguishable from a vaccine pock on the ninth day. A surgeon 
in the country, who had seen the man and sent him up to 
town, had no hesitation in pronouncing the di to be cowr 
pox; and I understand that this opinion has since been con- 
tirmed by no less an authority than Mr. Ceely of Aylesbury. 
Moreover, the general as well as the local symptoms in this 
man were those of cow-pox. For a few days he suffered from 
considerable fever, headache, and pain in the back. He 
had previously been vaccinated, but the protective power of 
the former vaccination had probably become exhausted. Al- 
though this is the only instance of the sort that has fallen 
under my notice, I have reason to believe that it is not a soli- 
tary one, It is to be borne in mind, moreover, that most of

the inhabitants of this country are protected from small-pox 
by vaccination during infancy, and thus possibly may also be 
from rind . ‘ 

These considerations may not be sufficient to establish abso- 
lutely the ee identity of rinderpest and variola, but 
they unquestionably point to a very close analogy between 
them. The object of this communication, however, is not to 
insist that the two diseases are pathological equivalents, but 
to enlist the assistance of the mod ne profession in clearing up 
the matter. The mode of procedure is obvious and sufficiently 
simple. It is to produce cow-pox in cattle by inoculating them 
on the one hand with vaccine lymph, and on the other with the 
matter of human variola, and afterwards to ascertain if they 
be proof against the prevalent plague, or if the course of the 
rinderpest be thereby modified. 1f the results of these experi- 
ments turn outas I think there is reason to anticipate, the vexed 
question of the pathological nature of rinderpest will be finally 
settled, and mankind will be furnished with a certain remedy 
for arresting its ravages.

ON PROGRESSIVE LOCOMOTOR ATAXY, 
OR WASTING OF THE POSTERIOR 
COLUMNS OF THE SPINAL 
CORD.*

THE disease to which I purpose to draw attention is not a 
new one, for it was more than thirty years ago described by 
various authors as tabes dorsalis, and more recently, chiefly 
by French physicians, as progressive locomotor ataxy. Yet 
the nature of the complaint, and the connexion which exists 
between the symptoms manifested during life and the struc- 
tural changes found after death, have, until quite recently, 
been misunderstood, and I therefore offer no further apology 
for bringing this important subject under notice. Before, 
however, proceeding to a description of the disease as it is 
now known, I will say a few words about its name and history, 
showing the steps by which we have gradually attained to that 
knowledge of its character which we possess at present. 

Tabes dorsalis is first spoken of in the works of Hippocrates, 
and was by the father of medical literature believed to arise 
from excesses in sexual intercourse, the chief symptoms of the 
disease being spermatorrhcea, marasmus, and hectic fever. 
This meaning of the term, however, has gradually changed, 
and those authors who wrote on tabes in the first decennia of 
this century understood by it atrophy of the posterior portion 
of the spinal cord, brought on, not merely by sexual exhaustion, 
but also by exposure to wet, rheumatism, gout, and other 
causes, the chief symptom being a neculiar form of paraplegia. 
The disorder was chiefly investigated by English and German 
physicians, such as Abercrombie, Hufeland, Steinthal, Rom. 
berg, and others. Their descriptions, although in some in- 
stances most eloquent, were however, to a certain extent, 
wanting in accuracy, inasmuch as several different affections of 
the cord were comprehended under the name of tabes, and a 
clear distinction was not drawn between tabes and paraplegia, 
It was only after a more careful clinical study of the symp- 
toms had been made, and after pathological anatomy, aided 
by the microscope, had stepped in, that a peculiar disease of 
itself, and one characterized by uniform structural lesions, 
could take its place in our nosological system. The chief 
credit of the anatomical investigations is due to Professors 
Virchow, Tiirck, Rokitansky, and Leyden, and in this country 
to Dr. Gull and Mr. Lockhart Clarke, who have shown that, in 
well-marked cases of tabes, an actual waste of nerve-fibres of 
the posterior columns of the spinal cord takes place, together 
with the formation of amyloid corpuscles, and considerable 
proliferation of connective tissue.

The first who drew a distinction between this disease and 
paralysis was Dr. Todd. He said, in an article on the nervous 
system in his Cyclopedia, that two kinds of paralysis might 
be noticed in the lower extremities : the one consisting sim; y 
in the impairment or loss of voluntary motion; the other ply 
tinguished by a diminution or total absence of the power of co. 
ordinating movements. In the latter form, while considerable 
muscular power remained, the patient found great difficulty in 
walking, and his gait was so tottering and uncertain that his 
centre of gravity was easily displaced. In these few words we 
have a good description of the 2 of ataxy, upon which 
lately so much stress has been laid by French physicians, The 
term ‘‘ataxy” is as old as that of “‘tabes,” for it also origi- 
nated with Hip ates; and it has likewise entirely changed 
its meaning in the course of time. Some authors have applied 
it to chorea, others to fevers, others to various nervous dis. 
orders. At present, however, we understand by ataxy, not a 
disease of itself, but merely a symptom to w ich various dis- 
orders may give rise, and which essentially consists of a want 
of co-ordination of voluntary movements, and a tendency on 
the part of the patient to lose his balance, but without actual 
loss of power, and apart from tremor, chorea, and paralysis, 
This symptom may be observed in disease of the coreballem, 
and in poisoning by alcohol, lead, and meres & but it is more 
especially connected with that disease which has been long 
familiar to us as tabes. The best clinical study of this symp. 
tum we owe to M. Duchenne de Boulogne, who from 1858 up 
to this time has published a number of memoirs, in which he 
described what he thought to be an entirely new disease, 
which he called ‘‘ progressive locomotor ataxy,” and which he 
believed to be a functional disorder of the cerebellum. His 
apparent discovery was hailed as a real one in France, and 
Professor Trousseau actually proposed to call the new stranger 
** Duchenne’s disease;” but, on looking more closely into the 
matter, we find that Duchenne’s description is altogether ap- 

licable to our old friend, tabes. I have not the slightest 

esitation in acknowledging the great ability and originality 
of M. Duchenne’s researches, which were perhaps more strik- 
ingly displayed in this case just on account of his being unac- 
quainted with the —- literature on the subject; yet, if I 
thought it desirable to attach a proper name to this affection, 
I should prefer calling it ‘‘ Todd’s disease,” as Todd first drew 
the distinction between ataxy and paralysis eleven years pre- 
vious to Duchenne. But the best plan is, perhaps, merely to 
drop the term ‘‘tabes,” as being too vague, and to call the 
disease under consideration ‘‘ progressive locomotor ataxy, or 
wasting of the posterior columns of the spinal cord.” 

The following details of a case of this affection which I have 
had under my observation for about five years are well suited 
to illustrate the symptoms and progress of the disease :— 

R. B——, a commercial traveller, aged thirty-seven, a tall 
and rather spare man, with a sallow complexion, first consulted 
me in February, 1860, when he gave me the following history. 
His mother had always been healthy, but his father had for 
the greater part of his life suffered from epilepsy, and died in 
a fit. The patient was brought up to the law; but in conse- 
quence of a disappointment he left that profession, and en- 
listed as a soldier. He served in Australia and Canada, and 
during that time snffered much from rheumatism. He never 
exceeded in drinking, but occasionally in sexual intercourse. 
He twice had gonorrheea, but no — He suffered fora 
long time from hemorrhoids, for which, in 1855, he underwent 
the operation by ligature, and he ascribed the commencement 
of his present illness to that operation, saying that he never 
felt quite the same man after the hemorrhoidal flow had 
ceased. He left the army in 1856, and married. He is now 
father of a healthy child. For the last eighteen months he 
has been a commercial traveller, and as such he is always on 
the move, and frequently ongares to cold, damp, and great 
fatigues. In January, 1857, he first noticed that his sight be- 
came weak, and. he had some difficulty in writing and reading 
small print. Soon after he felt pains of a peculiar character, 
which he described as electric shocks through the legs, and as 
if the muscles were being rent asunder. These shocks came 
every two or three minutes. He underwent treatment “y 
liniments and other external applications, but without relief. 
His gait now became tottering, and he had considerable diffi- 
culty in walking. He never goes out without a stick, and 
sometimes he is obliged to use two. In summer 1859 he con- 
sulted the late Dr. Todd, who told him that his case was m- 
curable, and that he would have to be on the sofa for the rest 
of his life. He prescribed strychnine and iron, and after having 
taken it for some time the patient felt rather stronger, but there 
was no improvement in the special symptoms of the disease.

Present state.—February 14th, 1860: The patient’s intellect, 
memory, and are quite normal, He does not suffer 
from headache, giddiness, strabismus, or is. Both pupils 
are enlarged, the left more so than the mght. He complains 
of weak sight, and the ophthalmoscopic examination shows 
the arteries of the optic nerve smaller than usual. His senses 
of hearing, smell, and taste are natural. Respiration and 
heart-sounds normal; pulse at the wrist rather feeble, but 
quite regular. His digestion is tolerably good. Tongue clean, 
— satisfactory, but bowels rather costive. He complains 
of a sensation as if a net were tightly drawn round the abdo- 
men. He is occasionally troubled in ing the urine, but 
there is no stricture. The urine is of 1030 specific gravity, 
and contains a sediment of urates, but no excess of phosphates, 
and no albumen or sugar. The sexual power has not notably 
diminished of late. On examination of the back by pressure, 
percussion, galvanism, and hot sponges, no place can be dis- 
covered which is particularly sensitive. The patient complains 
of numbness in the hands, more especially in the third and 
fourth fingers of the left hand. He can distinguish heat and 
cold, and feels the prick of a pin and pressure distinctly ; yet 
the xsthesiometer shows a considerable diminution of tactile 
sensibility in the fingers. The upper extremities are pretty 
well nourished, and the muscles answer well to a galvanic 
current of moderate power. He can bend and stretch the arms 
with force, but he finds it difficult to button his shirt and to 
feed himself. The lower extremities are more affected than 
the upper ones. The patient has had sensations of ‘‘ pins and 
needles” in the feet, but these have for some time past given 
place to numbness. He says that in walking he has a sensa- 
tion as if he trod on cotton or springs, and when going upstairs 
he feels as if the steps rose under his feet. He must continu- 
ally look at his limbs in order not to lose his balance, and can 
scarcely walk at all in the dark. If told to shut the eyes or 
stand with both feet together, he begins to stagger. In walk- 
ing, he throws the legs forwards with a jerking motion ; and, 
as he cannot measure his distance from the ground, he puts 
his foot down with great force. If lying down, he can bend 
and stretch the legs with considerable power, but he seems to 
ex rate every movement, all muscular contractions being, 
not slow and equable, but violent, sudden, and jerking. 

I ordered the patient thirty minims of the syrup of iodide of 
iron three times a day, sulphur baths twice a week, and a pill 
of aloes and myrrh at bedtime. After having used these reme- 
dies for about a month, there was a marked improvement in 
every respect. The pains were nearly gone, the sight was rather 
better, the panes | decidedly steadier and less fatiguing, and 
the feeling of numbness slighter. He went on favourably until 
March, 1861, when, having a long and very laborious journey 
to perform, he returned considerably worse, and from that 
time the disease gradually gained upon him, in spite of all 
treatment. In 1863 he had a course of nitrate of silver, but 
the affection was then evidently too far advanced for any medi- 
cation to do good. The sight got rapidly worse, and he became 
at last completely amaurotic. The sensation in the lower ex- 
tremities was also entirely lost. The patient was now confined 
to his room, and during the last six months of his life he never 
left his bed. His intellect remained unimpaired to the last, 
and his disposition was always cheerful. He died in January, 
1865, of a sharp attack of bronchitis. 

[The author then described in detail the anatomical 
+ my, alg are found in patients who have succumbed to 
this di ; after which he proceeded to an elaborate analysis 
of the special symptoms, laying chief stress on the affection of 
the cerebral nerves and the pains in the first stage, and on the 
symptoms of ataxy and the loss of the different kinds of sensi- 
bility in the second stage of the disorder. The causes 
Gusting ataxy were then mentioned, and the diagnosis was 

ully gone into. He then continued :— 

€ prognosis is not favourable, for up to the present time 
not a single case is on record in which perfect recovery has 
ensued. Indeed, as late as 1851, Romberg wrote that there 
was no hope for patients of this class, that a fatal issue was 
inevitable, and that it was but common humanity to inform 
them that therapeutic interference could only injure. This 
sad confession of impotence need no longer be made, and we 
fen g certainly congratulate ourselves on having far more con- 
trol over the disease than we had formerly. Moreover, its 
P 


ps is seldom rapid, although acute intercurrent disorders, 
such as erysi 


c las, bronchitis, and pneumonia, are ve com- 
plications which may carry the patient off suddenly. Much 
must depend upon the period at which the case comes under 
treatment. If all the symptoms of the disorder are fully 
developed, the hope of a cure may be slight, although even 
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then much may be done to alleviate the patient 

The case is different if the patient socsente times! in an ear 
stage of the disorder. The fact that the cerebral nerves, wi 
the exception of the optic, generally recover from their affec- 
tions in the course of the disease, far to prove that pre- 
vious to the structural changes in the cord there is a functional 
stage, in which much may be done by medicines. Moreover, 
we must bear in mind that Messrs. Charcot and Vulpian have 
found nervous fibres in the process of reparation in the cord of 
a man who had died from ataxy; and that therefore even at a 
later time we must not give up hope altogether, especially if 
the patient is placed in favourable circumstances. 

I now come to the treatment of ataxy, and will first say a 
few words about diet and regimen. This must depend a good 
deal upon the condition in which the patient is at the time he 
comes under treatment. 1f he is in a weakly state, plain and 
nourishing diet, with iron, quinine, and cod-liver oil, should 
be prescribed. I have never seen a case in which lowering 
did any good. Hippocrates has recommended milk diet in 
erotic tabes, and Eisenmann speaks highly of the same in pro- 
gressive ataxy. I have often given milk-and-brandy, two and 
and even three times a day, with decided benefit to the general 
health; but have never found it expedient to insist on an ex- 
clusive milk diet. Exercise should be very moderate; and for 
those who have undergone great fatigue, rest is most berte- 
ficial. 

Counter-irritants to the spine have been used by many phy- 
sicians, but, as a rule, the benefit obtained has not been pro- 
portionate to the sufferings inflicted by their application. e 
moxa, the hot iron, issues, blisters, and leeches have been em- 
ployed. I give the preference over all of these to the con- 
tinuous galvanic current, applied to the lower and middle por- 
tion of the spine. It has in several cases seemed to me of 
decided benefit in lessening the pains, and also the disagreeable 
feeling of constriction which is often felt at the abdomen and 
the chest. The action of this agent is as rapid as that of the 
iron; its application entails far less trouble and suffering than 
this latter ; and its efficacy is superior to that of issues, blisters, 
and leeches. Dry cupping on both sides of the spine is also 
useful, 

Iodide of potassium has been recommended by Duchenne 
and others ; But no cases have been published in whic!. this 
remedy has proved successful, On the contrary, several are 
on record in which it seemed to accelerate the progress of the 
disease. I have given it in two cases, but without any effect, 
and am certainly not in favour of its administration. Iodide 
and bromide of iron are useful, but do not effect a cure. Mineral 
waters have been very frequently employed, both ——y 
and internally; and it seems that for a time they do good. 
Amongst the French spas, Baréges is the one most recom- 
mended; amongst the German waters, Marienbad and Wies- 
baden have a special reputation ; while chalybeates and in- 
different thermal springs, which often prove useful in certain 
forms of paralysis, have entirely failed in ataxy. On the 
whole, I should be averse to sending atactic patients on a 
journey to some distant spa, as rest at home, with certain 
remedies to be mentioned hereafter, is more beneficial than all 
the mineral waters in the world. If, however, there should 
be costiveness and abdominal plethora, Carlsbad, Marienbad, 
ov <issingen water may be drunk at home with benefit. Sul- 
phur baths may also be taken at home; and I think highly of 
them. I have never employed them alone; but they certainly 
seemed, in conjunction with other remedies, to do much in re- 
lieving the pains and diminishing the numbness. The patients 
feel more brisk and supple after the baths, and are almost al- 
ways desirous of repeating them as often as possible. A sul- 
phur bath may be prepared by dissolving from three to six 
ounces of the sulphuret of potassium in two hom of warm 
water, and adding this to the bath. Vapour baths and Turkish 
baths should be avoided. 

Nux vomica and strychnine have frequently been used, but 
generally seemed to do harm. Duchenne recommends faradi- 
zation, and the late Professor Remak, of Berlin, praised gal- 
vanization as a curative agent. From faradization I have never 
seen any benefit ; galvanization has proved useful at my hands 
not only in the pain and feeling of constriction, but also in the 
affections of cerebral nerves which are so frequent in the com- 
mencement of ataxy ; on the other hand, it has been powerless 
against the disease itself, more especially against the symptom 
of ataxy. , : 

Amongst the other remedies which have been used in this 
affection without much result, I will mention opium, bromide 
of potassium, secale cornutum, essence of turpentine, and 
arsenic. The only remedy which seems as yet to have some 
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good, in a very large proportion of cases, is the nitrate of , elicited accounts of diminished sexual power.

In 1862, Messrs. Charcot 
and Vulpian, in France, took up Wunderlich’s idea, and used 
the nitrate in five other cases, and in each of them there was 
much amendment. Since then this remedy has been employed 
in most cases of ataxy, and with somewhat variable success. 
In some it has so disagreed with the patients that it was neces- 
sary to discontinue its use ; in others it had little or no effect ; 
while in the majority of cases the remedy has proved, if not 
curative, at least very useful, and it is the one upon which 
most reliance can be placed in the treatment of this disease. 
I am in the habit of giving the silver combined with the hypo- 
" phosphite of soda, and it seems to do far more in this com- 

Pinstion than either of these remedies singly. I have, indeed, 
now a case of ataxy under my care in which the improvement 
has, for the last six months, been so considerable under this 
medication that I am hopeful of a cure. Certain precautions 
should, however, be taken in administering the nitrate. I 
generally employ it for four or six weeks consecutively, and 
then discontinue it for a fortnight or three weeks, giving in the 
meantime a slightly aperient mineral water. After this the 
use of the remedy may be safely recommenced, and continued 
for a month or so. The gums must be inspected from time to 
time, as the peculiar coloration which silver produces in the 
long run first appears in the mucous membrane, and only after- 
wards in the skin. With the precautions mentioned, however, 
no disfigurement of the patient need be feared. I have never 
gone beyond the dose of half a grain, and perhaps this is an- 
other reason why in my cases the remedy has been borne with- 
out any inconvenience. I should, however, not recommend all 
cases of ataxy to be treated alike ; in this affection we must, 
as in every other, study each individual case by itself, and ad- 
vise for it what seems, under the special circumstances, most 
likely to do good. Thus hysterical or hypochondriacal patients 
in whom ataxy may supervene, will require a different treat- 
ment from plethoric persons, or such as have long suffered 
from rheumatism, or have been subject to privations and 
anxiety. Much is, therefore, left to the tact and discrimination 
which, together with knowledge, should, in all cases brought 
before him, guide the doings of the physician. 
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Some few months since I gave an account in Tue Lancet of 
the success attending the administration of bromide of potas- 
sium in certain forms of epilepsy. In doing this I made frequent 
reference to an able article from the pen of Dr. M‘Donnell, 
which appeared in the Lublin Quarterly Journal for February, 
1864; and I hoped ere this Dr. M‘Donnell would have made 
good his promise, and given to the profession his further obser- 
vations on the use of the above-named drug. I much regret that 
my suggestion was not carried out by the medical staff of any 
metropolitan hospital. It was, that for a period of three months 
fair trial should be given to the bromide of potassium in cases of 
epilepsy characterized by histories similar to those I related. I 
carefully avoided lauding the remedy as applicable to all and 
every form of epileptic convulsion ; but from what I had seen 
of its action, I thought it well adapted to cases where uterine 
derangement might be looked upon as the priime cause of the 
cerebro-spinal irritation. This I understand to have been the 
view scienelly taken by Sir Charles Locock, whose paper I 
quoted. Further experience of the effects of the bromide has 
strengthened my idea of its efficacy, and in addition I can re- 
cord my mite of testimony to its non-hindrance of the genital 
functions. The portions of Taz Lancet devoted to correspond- 
ence teemed with anxious inquiries on this head. One would 
have thought that a valuable remedial agent was about to be 
tabooed lest the next British census should lack its column of 
increased population. Neither when administered to epileptic 
males or females as a curative agent, nor to either sex in largish 
doses merely by way of trial, have very careful inquiries 





confident; but, of course, unless moral agencies can be brought 
to bear on the patient, all treatment is useless. I have now 
under my care a young man who formerly had weekly, and 
not unfrequently daily, epileptic seizures. He is now in the 
fifty-fourth week of complete exemption from the attacks, and 
I shall continue to give him the bromide for some months 
longer. He has gained flesh, and is able to do a long day’s 
work, and his general appearance is much improved. This 
leads me to remark, that in numerous cases I have watched 
the effects of the drug upon the external tegumentary struc- 
tures, and have found that the complexion loses its sallowness, 
or, where naturally inclined to be ruddy, the florid tint is 
heightened. The eyes become — and the skin general] 
assumes a more healthy hue.* In prolonged small doses 
think I have seen benefit to children affected with chorea, but 
further experience is required on this head. One very com- 
monly hears it said, ‘‘Oh! as to bromide of potassium, don’t 
trouble to get that for your patient; the iodide will do just as 
well.” Now I do not think so, nor do I believe that the same 
vigour is sustained when a lengthened course of the latter medi- 
cine is prescribed. I remember making a note of a remark in 
this journal which I cannot now lay my hand upon. It was to 
the effect that the Kreutznach waters were unjustly accused of 
exercising a lowering intluence; and the writer called this a 
mere random assertion, from a supposed analogy between bro- 
mine and iodine. 

In two epileptic patients (one of them the case above named) 
who have been taking the bromide, in doses of a drachm daily, 
with great benefit, the intermission of the medicine caused 
headache and nausea, and a feeling of fulness in the fauces, the 
tongue also ‘‘ feeling too large for the mouth.” How far these 
may have been mere nervous sensations, arising from the idea 
that a fit must occur because they had: no medicine, I cannot 
say. Probably mental influences had much to do with the 
matter. It is curious, however, that the same uneasy feelings 
should be spoken to by both patients, and that in both the re- 
sumption of the medicine has caused them to disappear. 

The black oxide of manganese is used at the West London 
Hospital in some forms of dyspepsia, in accordance with the 
suggestions of Dr. Leared; but not to such an extent as I 
could wish. Not very long ago, by permission of Dr. Leared, 
T gave in the pages of Tue LANCET some illustrations of its 
beneficial action. The chief hindrance to its larger adminis- 
tration is the reluctance of the patients themselves to take it. 
However carefully suspended by tragacanth mucilage, it has 
an unpleasant grittiness. The be de ya might be used per- 
haps to envelop it when prescribed for private patients. If 
the palate can tolerate the mixture, and it is regularly taken 
before a meal, the pain following the subsequent ingestion of 
food is very much allayed—more so than by bismuth. After 
the meal the sulphite of soda in small doses greatly adds to 
the comfort of the dyspeptic person, either of itself allaying 
the tendency to eructation, and diminishing a sense of fulness 
so often complained of, or directly aiding the oxide in keeping 
up a placid condition of the lining membrane during the action 
of the gastric fluid. 

A case illustrative of one of the Protean manifestations of 
pneumonia occurred lately in a man who had always enjoyed 
good health previously. He was lifting a ladder the evenin 
before his admission, when, to use his own words, he ‘‘ foun 
something give way at the pit of the stomach.” He went home 
to bed and got some sleep, but soon woke up screaming with 

in across the chest. He was brought to the hospital breath- 
ing with difficulty, with a flushed face and frequent pulse, and 
‘*doubled up” with pain over the inferior cardiac region. 
Warm fomentations were applied and opiates given, but the 
= lost none of its intensity. Auscultation and percussion 
ailed to detect anything wrong, and so we were left in doubt 
as to the nature of the case for some hours. It seemed likely 
to prove diaphragmatic pleurisy, but in the evening, when the 
pain had lessened, very careful examination detected a small 
extent of fine crepitation just under the spine of the left 
scapula. Antimony was given, with salines and ammonia, 
and a blister placed over the back of the lung. The extent of 
crepitation never increased, and the dulness on percussion was 
limited to the one infrascapular spot. It was not until the 
fourth day that any rust-coloured sputa made their appear- 
ance. Had this man been treated simply on his own state-

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ment, for a strain from overlifting, the pneumonic inflamma- 
tion might have pursued its insidious career until revealed to 
us by the e ion, and thus recovery have been much 
delayed. I now believe the acute pain was due to rheumatic 
affection of the thoracic and abdominal muscles, and that it 
arose from some unnoticed exposure to cold, which was also 
the exciting cause of the lung mischief.

Dr. ALTHAUS read a paper on 

PROGRESSIVE LOCOMOTOR ATAXY, OR GREY DEGENERATION OF 
THE POSTERIOR COLUMNS OF THE SPINAL CORD, 
which will be found at p. 726. 

Mr. Locxnarr CLARKE said: I have brought with me 
some preparations which show the peculiar degenerations and 
lesions of the spinal cord in cases of locomotor ataxy, and 
which I shall have much pleasure in exhibiting after the meet- 
i In the meantime I will very briefly allude to the prin- 
cipal alterations and lesions of the nerves and nervous centres 
in this curious malady ; but before doing so I will offer a few 
remarks on some points contained in the excellent description 
of the disease which has just been read. Dr. Althaus has dwelt 
— on the affections of the second, third, and sixth cere- 

ral nerves which frequently mark the early stages of ataxy. 
These are not the only cerebral nerves that are affected ; for the 
fifth, the seventh, even some portions of the eighth, and the 
ninth nerves have been found sometimes more or less paralysed. 
Trousseau mentions a case in which on one side the tongue, 
teeth, lips, and cheek were affected with numbness. In other 
cases mastication has been impaired. Sometimes the muscles 
of the face have been observed to act in a disorderly manner, 
or to be ataxic. In a few instances there has been deafness, 
and in others a certain degree of dysphagia. Dr. Althaus has 
alluded to the curious fact that three images instead of two 
have been seen by patients who have had strabismus. 
Oulmont records an equally curious instance of two images 
having been observed by one eye, while the other was closed. 
It*is also worthy of remark that, when there is no apparent 
strabismus—when the two axes appear to be perfectly lel 
—diplopia may nevertherless occur under certain conditions. 
Thus, one of the patients whom I have at present under obser- 
vation had, twelve years ago, internal strabismus of the left 
eye, with some pain at the back of the head. He has long, as 
it appears, completely recovered from the strabismus; and 
a e tells me that when he turns his eyes to the left in a par- 

icular way he sees two images. This effect appears to be in- 
fluenced by motion or by fatigue. The pains in ataxy are 
very remarkable both in kind and in their mode of attack. 
They do not always remain of the same character in the same 
patient at different stages of the disease. The manner in 
which they fix in succession on particular spots is very curious. 
One patient told me that a very acute pain, after fixing on the 
under part of the great toe-nail for hours, had suddenly shifted 
to the cap of the opposite knee. Another said that the pains 
seldom attack the same spot twice in succession ; that they 
were aaprevened by constipation, and appeared to occur more 
particularly in those parts that were most exercised, I 
may mention another case which I have now under obser- 
vation, because it does not conform, as a great number 
do, to the division of this disorder into three stages, which 
Duchenne has adopted. This patient has never had any 
ocular disturbance, neither strabismus, amaurosis, nor even 
amblyopia. The only peculiarity which I can perceive 
about his eyes is in the pupils, which are mostly contracted 
to the size of a = ead, but are constantly and 
rapidly varying in diameter under the same degree of 
light. Again, both the pains and the disorderly motion began 
nearly at the same time, about ten years ago, and are limited 
entirely to the lower extremities. . The patient can write well 
in the ordinary way, and writes a great deal. The morbid 
anatomy of this affection consists of a certain grey degeneration 
of the cerebral nerves, of the spinal nerves, * of the poste- 
Tior columns of the cord, with various lesions of the grey sub- 
stance. I object to the practice of speaking of this disease 
under the term of “‘ degeneration of the posterior columns of 








the cord” —first, because I have found the grey substaace more 
or less affected ; and, secondly, because, as we have seen, the 
lesions are not confined to the cord. In the cerebral nerves, 
the morbid change appears to commence at the periphery, and 
to travel towards the centre. From the optic nerve it has 
sometimes been found to reach the corpora geniculata, but 
seldom or never as far as the corpora quadrigemina. In the 
spinal cord, the morbid process appears to travel in the oppo- 
site direction—from the centre to the periphery. The poste- 
rior columns become more or less grey from atrophy and dis- 
integration of their nerve-fibres, and h y of the con- 
nective tissue. The nerve-roots are commonly affected more 
or less in a similar way, and I have frequently found those 
parts of the columns which are trave by the roots more 
affected than others. For the production of ataxy, it ap 
necessary that the degeneration of the columns cheater 
some distance along the cord; for there are many cases on 
record in which an alteration of the columns for a short dis- 
tance only was not attended by ataxy. With regard to what 
may be called the pathological physiology of ataxy, or the 
mechanism by which the disorderly movements are produced, 
it is thought by some to be explained by supposing the reflex 
action of the spinal cord to depend on the posterior columns. 
I see no ground for attributing to the proper fibres of these 
columns any such office; for although reflex action may not 
ensue on irritation of the peripheral nerves, this is quite ac- 
counted for by the fact that the roots of the spinal nerves are 
too much altered by degeneration to convey to the grey sub- 
stance the impressions which they receive. So far from the 
reflex action of the cord being impaired or abolished, it ap 
generally to be exalted, although disordered, as is shown 
when the grey substance is excited by an act of the will, in- 
stead of by impressions made on the peripheral nerves. 

Dr. Mreryon, after eulogizing Dr. Althaus for the able man- 
ner in which he had described the course of ataxie locomotrice 

rogressive, and Mr. Lockhart Clarke for the great assistance 
he ton already given to pathologists in theix investigations in 
the pathology of nervous diseases, expressed his opinion that 
there is an essential difference between ataxy and tabes dor- 
salis :—(1) as regards the pains, which, in ataxy, come on at an 
earlier period, are more intense, and are induced by less appa- 
rent causes than are the pains in tabes; (2) as regards the 
manner in which the muscular system is involved ; in ataxy 
there being loss of co-ordination in the acts of volition, in tabes 
there is positive loss of muscular power (in illustration of this 
Dr. Meryon referred to the case of a gentleman suffering from 
ataxy whe used to walk, with a characteristic lounging gait, 
from Shooter's Hill to the City before his wreakfast every 
morning) ; and (3) as regards the character of the satyriasis, 
which, even in advanced cases of ataxy, is not the mere im- 
potent desire which it is apt to become in tabes. Dr. Meryon 
also doubted the similarity of morbid results in the two 
diseases. 

Mr. Lockwart CLARKE, in reply to Dr. Meryon, observed 
that in one case he had not satisfactorily observed any corpora 
amylacea, but had done so in others, These bodies were not 

uliar to ataxy, for he had found them commonly in all 
inds of paralysis, He could not agree with Dr. Meryon in 
thinking that progressive ataxy and the disease called tabes 
dorsalis were different disorders. He (Mr. Clarke) could not 
understand how any unbiased person, after reading Rom- 
berg’s description of tabes dorsalis, could doubt that the 
author was describing progressive ataxy. There were the 
same symptoms, and the same degeneration of the posterior 
columns of the cord. The omission of Romberg was, that he 
failed to perceive that the peculiarity of the disease consists, 
not in loss of muscular power, but of muscular co-ordination 
—a merit in diagnosis which must be accorded to Todd and 
Duchenne. 

Dr. RADCLIFFE was not prepared to believe that the know- 
ledge of locomotor ataxy was a in the knowledge of 
tabes dorsalis, as Dr. Althaus would have it. Tabes dorsalis 
was a vague name for a vague congeries of symptoms, in which 
the symptoms of ataxy might be included, but wrich they 
were not picked out until M. Duchenne (de Boulogne) did so. 
Moreover, Dr. Radcliffe took exception to two points in Dr. 
Althaus’ description of the symptomatology of ataxy. Dr. 
Althaus mentioned a sense of constriction around the trunk as 
a frequent symptom in ataxy. He (Dr. Radcliffe) had not met 
this symptom in thirteen cases, nor did it occur in the majority 
of cases described by others. Dr. Althaus spoke of the inco- 
ordination of the movements of the lower limbs (the charac- 
teristic symptom in ataxy) as being present in movements exe- 
cuted in the sitting or recumbent position, as well as in the 
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ordinary movements of locomotion ; he (Dr. Radcliffe), on the 
contrecy, believed, and this no doubt was the common, as well 
as tke correct opinion, that there was little or no inco-ordina- 
tica in the former movements. In short, in the attempt to 
take away credit from M. Duchenne, and to merge locomoter 
ataxy in tabes dorsalis he (Dr. Radcliffe) ventured to think 
= - step backwards instead of forwards was made in patho- 
. GREENHOW said that he thought one point of much im- 
portance had not been referred to—namely, that there was no 
real loss of muscular strength, at least in the first stages of 
ataxy. Patients walked in a s ring, unsteady manner 
indeed, but once started they could usually walk for a con- 
siderable distance in a straight line without fatigue, sometimes 
for many miles; the main difficulty being at first starting, or 
at changing their direction, as in turning round. In one of 
two cases at present under his care, the patient suffered from 
a very peculiar form of hyperesthesia. He (the patient) could 
bear to have his legs firmly pressed, or even pinched, but a 
slight touch, such as that made by a woman’s dress brushing 
past him in the street, caused great suffering, and made him 
stagger so as almost to fall down unless supported. The pupils 
in the same patient were permanently small and contracted 
without any material impairment of vision. On the other 
hand, the other patient was rather deaf. Both these patients 
had from time to time suffered from incontinence of urine, and 
also occasionally from difficult micturition, without the exist- 
ence of any material obstruction, such as stricture or calculus. 
He (Dr. Greenhow) could entirely confirm what had been said 
ing the value of nitrate of silver in ataxy, both his pre- 
sent oo having derived much benefit from itsuse. Their 
gait become steadier, and the peculiar pains attendant on 
the disease both less frequent and much less severe. 
Dr. ALTHAUS replied, supporting the opinions expressed in 
his per and maintaining the identity of uncomplicated ataxy 
with t e tabes of Romberg.

Dr. Copland’s opinion of the nature of the cattle plague, 
and suggestions for its treatment, I do not hesitate to admit 
that I felt exceedingly gratified that a gentleman of such 
known merits should have arrived not only at a similar opinion 
to that I had formed some time since, but also that the treat- 
ment I had suggested in September last in the columns of The 
Times was, with little alteration, recommended by him as the 
remedy most likely to prove successful. I leave it to you to 
imagine how much more satisfaction I must have felt to-day 
when I found that Dr. Kennion, ‘‘ who lives close to one of the 
most infected districts, and whose thoughts and attention have 
been much directed to this pestilence,” joins issue with Dr. 
Copland, and not only recommends the trial of the tincture of 
sesquichloride of iron, but gives us practical evidence of the 
success of the remedy as the basis of treatment, by giving the 
evidence of a distinguished veterinary surgeon, who states 
**that it has exceeded all his expectations, and that he con- 
siders it by much the most encouraging mode of treating this 
disease that he has met with or tried.” 

At the last meeting of the British Association, held at Bir- 
mingham in September last, I had the honour of reading a 
sad in the Physiological Department on the ‘‘ Nature and 

auses of the Cattle Plague,” in which I embodied = pope 
for its treatment, but these suggestions were excluded as not 
pertaining to Physiology. On my return home, however, I at 
once wrote to The Times, and, as concisely as possible, entered 
into details for treatment. I strongly advocated the adminis- 
tration of iron ; but I said, to prove efficacious, it must be 
given combined with a mineral acid, small doses of sulphate 
of magnesia and nitrate of potash. Since that time I have 
sent oo aga to many, and I have seen cattle treated with 
these remedies. The animals to which I allude (five in num- 
ber) exhibited almost without an exception the symptoms of 
the rinderpest as published by order of the Privy Council, but 
in addition there was undoubtedly congestion of the lungs. 
They were at once put under treatment in warm stalls, and 
the tincture of the sesquichloride of iron in six-drachm doses, 
in conjunction with small doses of sulphate of magnesia and 





nitrate of potash, given three times a day in warm gruel. The 
coats were well wetted with warm water, and then enveloped 
in cloths thoroughly saturated with turpentine, over which 
some ane horse-rugs were placed. In every case recovery

this letter in your next impression, the a ate as 
arrived at this view of treatment, not from the fact of iron 
being beneficial in erysipelas, congestion of the lungs (as I 
have proved), or any other disease, but because I believe a 

t principle is involved in the issue, and it was from work- 
ing out the principle that I came to the conclusion that iron, 
especially in this form, and even arsenic in proper doses, are 
amongst the best remedies for the disease.

DR. WATERS’S PAPER ON PNEUMONIA. 
To the Editor of Tur Lancer. 


Srr,—l regret that I was unable to be present at the meet- 
ing of the Medical and Chirurgical Society on the 12th inst., 
when my paper on ‘‘ the Morbid Anatomy and Early Physical 
Signs of Pneumonia” was read. 


There is a mistake with reference to facts which one of the 
speakers on the occasion (Dr. Fuller) seems to have made, 
and which I think should be corrected. Dr. Fuller took ex- 
ception to my view of the cause of the harsh respiration which 
I Sows observed as a sign of incipient pneumonia. According 
to the report in Tur LANncEt, he remarked that ‘‘ in the cases 
cited by Dr. Waters dulness on percussion is stated to have 
existed coincidently with the abnormal loudness of the —_ 
ration, and before the accession of crepitation.” In the ab- 
stract published in your journal, drawn up from the paper 
itself, it is distinctly stated that in neither of the cases referred 
to was there any dulness on percussion until crepitation was 
established. 

It would be out of place here to reply to the observations mado 
in the discussion which followed the reading of the paper; my 
simple object is to correct an error of fact, the importance 0 
which I am sure Dr. Fuller will be the first to perceive.

Tue past year has been fruitful in occurrences which demand 
retrospection. If in an exclusive spirit we retrace its course, 
and limit our observations to purely professional considerations, 
we are furnished with abundant material for reflection and com- 
ment. If, taking a wider view of our responsibilities as jour- 
nalists to whom the public with confidence appeals on matters 
involving its physical and moral relations, so far as they are 
mutually dependent, we look abroad and mark the general 
aspect of affairs, we are led to the conclusion that few years 
have passed in which public and professional interests have 
been more closely interwoven, and in which the advice and 
guidance of the medical profession have on public matters been 
more earnestly solicited. Precluded from active participation 
in political discussions, it is yet permitted us to join in expres- 
sions of general opinion, and more especially to note the in- 
fluence of passing events on the welfare of the profession we 
more immediately represent. It has thus occurred that we 
have occasionally been led to the discussion of propositions ap- 
parently beyond the domain of medicine, because their settle- 
ment affected the great question of public economics as ex- 
pressed in public health. Experience has proved both to be 
intimately, nay inseparably, associated. In the political, as in 
the physical body, the material and mental conditions act and 
react on each other. Prosperity and occupation are generally 
indicated by morality and health. This is evidenced in the 
present condition of our manufacturing towns. It must be a 
matter of congratulation to those interested in the welfare of 
the working classes, that during the past twelve months they 
have been spared many of the calamities of the years imme- 
diately preceding. In the returning employment and increasing 
prosperity of the manufacturing districts the operatives have 
realized the blessings of the peace so happily restored to the 
American continent. We are glad to be enabled to state, that 
with few exceptions the moral and physical health of our great 
industrial towns has maintained at least an average excellence, 
and that, considered as a whole, neither crime nor disease has 
been unduly prevalent. 

Abundant causes for anxiety have, however, existed. Abroad 
epidemic cholera, in an aggravated form, found many victims, 
and seemed to make silent progress towards our shores ; nay, 
did present itself at the very threshold of our metropolis. A 
merciful Providence has for the present stayed so terrible a 
calamity, and permitted us time for the adoption of those pre- 
cautionary measures which experience suggests as being calcu- 
lated to mitigate, if not avert, its ravages. We have addressed 
such admonitions to the public as the urgency of the threatened 
crisis requires, and impressed on all the necessity of employing 
every means which sanitary science has placed within their 
reach for the purification and improvement of their dwellings. 
We would fain hope that the steps of the devastating visitor 
may be diverted from our shores, even though the evidence of

its vicinity has been so recently and sadly manifested in Paris 
within the walls of our embassy. Who can anticipate the 
future? The utmost that human wisdom, under such cireum- 
stances, can accomplish, is to act according to the dictates of 
tried experience, and having left nothing undone which worldly 
prudence suggests, to trust to an over-ruling Power for the 
disposition of events. 

Though spared the deeper sorrows which epidemical disease 
ever brings in its train, England has nevertheless been sub- 
jected to a calamity unprecedented within the recollection of 
living men. Rinderpest has more than decimated our herds, 
and other forms of plague have affected our flocks. It is 
known that nearly 40,000 cattle and many thousand sheep have 
perished, and their carcases been destroyed. Dismay and deso- 





| lation have thereby become familiar words in prosperous farm- 
houses, and yet no loud voice of complaining has been heard. 
| The origin and essential nature of the disease, the causes that 
| have contributed to its progress, the remedies that are best cal- 
culated to restrain its ravages, . i the means most advisable 
under all the circumstances to avert the present calamity and 
| to prevent its recurrence, now occupy the attention of a Royal 
Commission, including amongst its members those whose ex- 
perience promises practical suggestions. 

These two great questions—anticipated cholera and present 
cattle plague—may be said to have for some mouths past prac- 
tically occupied the public attention, to the exclusion of all 
other matters. While both have received from us due con- 
sideration, the more general interests of the public and the 
profession have not been neglected. 

The moral and material condition of the poor, whether in 
the metropolis or in the metropolitan workhouses, has re- 
ceived in our pages special notice. We have endeavoured to 
| point out to those on whom devolves the duty of inspecting 
| the habitations of the working-classes, the necessity of mutual 
co-operation in order that parishes may take counsel together 
for the abolition of the several pest courts over which the law 
enables vestries to exercise supervision. 





There is reason to 
believe that, consequent on the extensive railway works in 
progress in the City, and the removal of numbers of the poorer 
dwelling-houses, with the necessity for new buildings, some 
larger scheme of workmen’s lodginghouses in the vicinity of 
London will yet come into operation. The advisability of such 
efforts, and the practical good likely to result from them when 
so applied, we have already commented upon. The condition 
of the workhouses in the metropolis and its districts, both as 
regards thir material and medical management, has formed 
the subject of a ‘‘ Lancer Special Commission,” undertaken 
solely with the intention of informing those interested in the 
matter whether the rumours in reference to such institutions 
With this view we selected 
gentlemen of the highest professional standing and personal 
character to separately visit the different institutions, and 

after careful inquiry, to state that which they observed. Their 
reports are before the public. The singular fidelity of their 
descriptions, the impartial analysis of the facts noted, and 
their conclusions thereon, have disclosed conditions for which 
the public were little prepared. Great practical good has already 
been the result. Although temporary and not unnatural irri- 
tation has been felt at the revelations made, it is gratifying 
that the managing boards have manifested some disposition to 


' accept as matters demanding remedy those deficiencies and 
pp2 


were or were not well founded. 
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shortcomings publicly exposed. The fact is that official routine | 
requires to have its memory perpetually aroused to the recol- | 
lection that abuses are capable of and demand removal. Most | 
of our public institutions would benefit by occasional in- | 
spection by men capable of appreciating their wants, and of | 
estimating and candidly avowing their deficiencies. 

Passing from their habitations to an investigation of the 
individual surroundings of the operatives, whether male or 
female, we have endeavoured, and not without practical re- 
sults, to impress on employers the disadvantages in a moral, 
and the loss in a pecuniary, point of view, of the system of over- 
crowding of work-rooms. We believe our remonstrances have | 
not been without beneficial effects. We know that many large 
establishments, especially those employing female labour, have 
made such improvements in the arrangements of their work- 
rooms as will at least render less likely to again occur those 
sad stories of overcrowding and bad ventilation which have 
already been productive of serious evils. 

We are glad to record that our suggestions in reference to 
social questions of the first magnitude have received from the 
authorities due attention. Measures are at present in operation 
which will tend to materially limit the ravages of specific dis- 
ease, especially in the neighbourhood of our military and naval 
forces. Aldershot and Portsmouth, and other similar localities, 
now feel the wholesome influence of the adoption of those pre- 
ventive or precautionary means we have advocated. The 
question of infanticide has also been fully discussed ; and there 
is reason to believe that legislative measures will be introduced 
which, while diminishing the inducement to so grave a crime, 
will impose on putative fathers additional responsibilities. 
These and kindred questions, wherein medical and public in- 
terests have been intimately associated, have received from us 
full attention. 

Medical legislation we have watched and waited for in vain. 
The Medical Council and the Medical Act are now so tho- 
roughly appreciated by the profession, that we feel it unneces- 
sary to recur to the shortcomings of either. A reform is 
Let it be a reform altogether. Let 
Council and Act be alike included. The seven-year sleepers

were never more at fault than the members of the Council, 
who have for that period talked and done nothing. The only 
really practical legislative efforts which were made during the 
past year where those of the Pharmaceutical Society and the 
United Society of Chemists and Druggists. The former by 
the aid of Sir Frrzroy Ketty, and the latter through the 
assistance of Sir Jonn SHELLEY, sought to introduce a Bill 
which, if embodying the suggestions of both, could not have 
failed to have been practically useful. Both measures were 
referred to a select committee. The committee agreed that 
‘legislation was necessary.” A dissolution of the House ter- 
minated their labours. Whether the new Parliament will or 
will not adopt the opinions of their predecessors is an open 
The probability is, that the unsettled state of poli- 


tical feeling and the grave questions of abstract political im- 


question, 


portance now occupying .he public mind will preclude any 
material steps in medical legislation during the coming session 
—a surmise which must be full of comfort for the Medical 
Council, as foreshadowing for them another session of inac- 
tivity. We have so fully discussed the various points, defects, 
and anomalies of the Medical Act, that we believe the pro- 
fessional mind is now fully alive to its demerits. In propor- 





tion that it is so, does it behove the Medical Council to 
prove themselves equal to the requirements of their position, 
It is too absurd to have the reports and suggestions of suc- 
cessive years brought up one after another, only to have their 
contents ignored or their adoption postponed to a more con- 
venient season. We must hope that the meeting of the Councif 
will take place early this year. 

The question of Poor-law Medical Reform is still one of sur- 
passing interest; and though during the past year no great 
progress has been made, a new campaign will probably com- 
mence with the new Parliament. Mr. Grirrin is already in 
the field, and if he be properly supported by influence and 
funds victory may not be far distant. At all events, it is 
the manifest duty and interest of union surgeons throughout 
the kingdom to support their indefatigable leader. 

The past year has not been without illustrations of the diffi- 
culties and dangers affecting members of the medical profes- 
sion. In the early part of the year the action brought against 
Sir WrLit1aAM WILDE in Dublin, and the recent prosecution of 
‘*Dr.” Hunter on a closely similar charge, have aroused 
medical practitioners to the necessity for the exercise of every 
precaution which prudence can suggest. On both of those 
trials we have already expressed our opinions. 
in reference to the case of TRAVERS v. WILDE have met with 
judicial recognition. Our opinions on that of ‘‘ Dr.” Hunter 
have, we believe, been adopted by the public. Since these 
opinions were written ‘‘ Dr.” HunTER has, on oath, denied

that there were any grounds for the charges advanced. Both 
cases are not without their value, and both have, we hope, 
impressed their lessons on the professional mind. We omit 
any allusion to Dr. Prrrcuarp. In all bodies of men some 
defaulters must be found. It is matter for congratulation that 
unworthy members are so rare and exceptional. 

Though our brethren have been little engaged in law, we 
are sorry to perceive that in some cases serious professional 
misunderstandings have arisen between worthy and excellent 
men, each honestly anxious for the progress of science. It is 
always to be regretted when gentlemen, striving together for 
the common good, permit the light of their science to be 
dimmed, or the brightness of their genius sullied, by other 
feelings than those of cordial sympathy and kindly respect for 
others of kindred disposition and pursuit directed by similar 
study. The temple of medicine ought only to admit of friendly 
disputants met together to fight the common enemies—disease 
and death. We would fain hope that with the new year all 
such misunderstandings will be forgotten, or, if not forgotten, 
entirely forgiven. 

Questions are daily arising which bring the public and 
medical profession into closer association. The strength of 
medical practitioners in their relations with administrative 
boards, either as regards official or special duties, must in no 
small degree be influenced by the unanimity of sentiment as 
well as by the kind feelings professional men evince towards 
each other. The prestige of the profession is injured, and the 
interests of its members are placed in jeopardy, whenever pro- 
fessional antagonism assumes a personal character. 

The numerous metropolitan improvements in progress, the 
extended system of sewerage, the progressive embankment of 
the Thames, the sanitary inspection of metropolitan districts, 
the necessity of effectual supervision by officers of health, have 
each received such comments as our experience of the several 
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propositions in reference to them suggested. We have desired 
that on all sanitary matters the opinion of competent medical 
authorities should be taken ; and it is gratifying to perceive a 
growing disposition in officials to shelter themselves beneath 
the protection of professional opinion. 

We have not been unmindful of our purely professional duties 
and obligations. During the past year we may refer to the 
names of Drs. AnsTIE, Batrour (Edinburgh), Barnes, 
BenNEtr, CHAMBERS, CopBoLp, Corron, W. H. Dickinson, 
Fincuam, GAIRDNER (Glasgow), Gooprince, G. T. GREAM, 
GREENHOW, HAassALL, JENNER, MAcLEAN, MURCHISON, 
Peacock, Rapciirre, G. O. Rees, Hype Sarrer, W. R. 
Sanpers, Srevekinc, Srokes, W. H. Sronz, TwEeEpIr, 
Wiiuiamson, H. G. Wricut, and Prof. Borck (Christiania), 
as those who, with others, have contributed their medical 
experience to our columns, and placed on record valuable lec- 
tures on those subjects a special familiarity with which has 
rendered their reputation more than European. In Surgery, 
W. Apams, Baker Brown, Bryant, BucHANAN (Glasgow), 
LockHART CLARKE, CURLING, FerGusson, GascovEN, Sry- 
mouR Hapen, Ernest Hart, Hearn, Berketey Hi, 
Hotmes, Humpury, AtHot Jonnson, Kerr (Edinburgh), 
J. R. Lang, Lister (Glasgow), Lonemore, NEWINGTON, 
Pottock, Marion Sims, Soutty, Syme (Edinburgh), and 
others, have enriched the literature of the profession. If we 
particularly advert to the admirable lectures of Sir WILLIAM 
FerGusson, it is because they exhibit a complete and perfect 
acquaintanceship with past and present surgery, and manifest 
their author’s industry, even as much as they proclaim his 
worthiness to fill the high and justly distinguished position 
he now occupies, and, it is to be hoped, will long continue to 
hold. Our ‘‘ Mirror” has, we believe, faithfully reflected the 
practice of medicine and surgery in the hospitals of London. 
It constitutes at all times the most valuable work of refer- 
ence to the practitioner, as placing before him in detail cases 
as they are met with in daily practice; taking him, as it were, 
to the bedside, and enabling him to watch the operations of 
disease, and at the same time to estimate the result of its 
treatment. Our ‘‘ Record of the Progress of Medicine and the 
Collateral Sciences” purports to bring within reach of our 
readers the practical suggestions and tried experiences of phy- 
sicians and surgeons whose researches are elsewhere recorded. 
So that, while the one affords a fair index of the actual con- 
dition of medical and surgical science as day by day witnessed 
in our great public institutions, the other discloses science in 
its most extensive range, and renders it available as circum- 
stances may require. 

The proceedings of our several learned Medical and Surgica, 


be presented to our readers. The graver duty of giving expres- 
sion to the opinions of the profession, as affecting its conduct 
and guiding its practice, becomes at times an obligation 
from which there is no retreat.

We have also pointed 
out the working of our hospital system, as exemplified in the 
appointment of the surgical or medical officers. Public insti- 
tutions, in their treatment of members of our profession, both 
as regards duties and salaries, have also received due notice, and 
not without signal benefit to all concerned. For a time the 
movement in favour of proxy papers for the Fellows of the 
| Royal College of Surgeons has been arrested, the Council having 
refused the prayer of a petition numerously signed by Fellows 
of the College. The reason of the Council, as expressed by 
the Secretary in answer to the petitioners, for their decision is, 
however, so puerile and absurd, that if a little further pressure 
be put upon them they will alter their views. If our colleges, 
hospitals, and public institutions delay those reforms which 
experience shows to be required, we have at least educated the 
professional mind as to their necessity, and indicated their 
direction. In the present age an abuse exposed is half re- 
moved. The spirit of reform may be interrupted and delayed ; 
its consummation cannot be entirely or long prevented. If 
such be attempted, professional opinion must soon assume an 
organization which cannot fail to eventuate in the ultimate 
discomfiture of those who refuse to walk in the paths of 
progress. 

This principle of action in its operation may be witnessed 
in the present condition of the several branches of the public 
service. A mixed committee is even now sitting, embracing 
members of the army and navy boards, in order to discuss the 
dearth of candidates for medical appointments in both branches

officer. The day has gone by when medicine and surgery were 
considered as a mere routine. Those who study and practise 
their profession find kindred companionship amongst men of 
the highest scientific attainments, and have nothing to appre- 
hend should they withdraw from either branch of the public 
service on their experience of negligence or disrespect. 

We are here bound to acknowledge, and we do so with 
hearty cheerfulness, the generous support our efforts have 
generally received from the public press. We have often had 
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matters of science, and the want of technical knowledge 
displayed—a deficiency sometimes joined with mischievous 
dogmatism; but on great public questions affecting the 
interests of the medical profession, it has cordially re- 
sponded to our appeals. The cause of the doctor has become 
the care of the people. At great pecuniary sacrifice, and 
with a generous unselfishness, many of our contemporaries 
have excluded from their columns exceptional advertisements, 
and have thereby inflicted the most material injury on those 
quacks and impostors who are still at large in our city. The 
press has also warmly adopted our grievances, so far as the 
public service is concerned. This it will no doubt continue to 
do so long as moderation governs our demands and justice 
sanctions them. 

In thus reviewing the past year we are reminded of two 
events not without melancholy interest to our profession: the 
death of that veteran statesman who so long and so well pre- 
sided over the destinies of this country; and the more recent 
decease of the venerable and illustrious monarch, King 
Leopotp of Belgium, the trusted relative and faithful guide 
of our most gracious Sovereign. Both have left memories 
cherished in the recollection of Englishmen. The latter in no 
small degree contributed, by his patronage, to render English 
surgery famous. These public deaths remind us that our 
professional loss has also been great. Amongst the most dis- 
tinguished of those who during the past year have been re- 
moved from their spheres of usefulness we may mention Dr. 
Hersert Barker, Dr. Jones Quary, Dr. HuGn FALconer, 
Mr. GRAINGER, Dr. Mackenziz, Dr. Kinc ; in America, Mr. 
VALENTINE Mort; in Dublin, Mr. Hurron. All had achieved 
high reputations in their several countries, and rendered their 
names known throughout the world. They are now numbered 
with the illustrious dead. 

It is thus as time progresses that changes occur. The re- 
quirements of to-day are different from those of yesterday. 
Old familiar faces pass away; newcomers occupy their places, 
and, it may be, are stimulated by their examples. Disease and 
death still continue; pain and sickness demand relief; and so 
it will be to the end. Great is the responsibility, and solemn 
the duty, of those who undertake to soothe the one or to treat 
the other. Let all hesitate, therefore, before they venture to 
assume the God-like functions of the healing art, lest, having 
undertaken its solemn responsibilities, they fail to follow the 
example of the Great Physician who spent his life in doing 
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“Ne quid nimis.” 


IS THE CATTLE PLAGUE SMALL-POX? 


Tue attention of our readers is directed to a most important 
communication on the cattle plague in this day’s impression of 
Tue Lancet. The report of Dr. Murchison’s dissections of 
the diseased cattle, which appeared in Tue Lancer as long 
ago as August 26th, showed clearly that the rinderpest was 
not the pathological equivalent of human typhoid fever, and 
we believe we are correct in stating that this opinion has been 
confirmed by every subsequent observer. From Dr. Murchi- 
son’s present communication, however, it is obvious that there 
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| exists a very strong analogy, if not absolute identity, wea 
the rinderpest and small-pox. The arguments by which this 
view is supported deserve serious consideration. It appears 
that in all cases of cattle plague there is an eruption on the 
skin, sometimes papular and pustular, like that of variola ; at 
other times consisting of flattened vesicles like those of cow- 
pox. The two diseases also resemble one another in their 
general symptoms and anatomical lesions, in their period of 
incubation and duration, and in their extreme contagiousness 
and capability of propagation by inoculation. There are even 
some grounds for believing that rinderpest may communicate 
cow-pox to the human subject, and the reason why this acci- 
dent has not happened oftener may be due, as Dr. Murchison 
suggests, to the fact that most of the inhabitants of this 
country are protected by vaccination. It also appears that the 
physicians who so carefully described the cattle plague in the 
last century coustantly alluded to the eruption, and compared 
it to that of small-pox. If the view now referred to be cor- 
rect, it is impossible to overestimate its importance. A remedy 
is at once placed in our hands for arresting the spread of the 
cattle plague, which has already come to be regarded as a great 
national calamity. We prevent the fatal form of small-pox in 


the human subject by inducing a mild form of the disease . 


through vaccination. If rinderpest bea severe form of small- 
pox in cattle, why may it not also be prevented by inducing in 
cattle the mild form of the disease, or ordinary cow-pox? 
This we know can be done by inoculating them with vaccine 
lymph, or with the matter of human small-pox. No time 
ought to be lost in adopting Dr. Murchison’s suggestion, to 
ascertain whether cattle, after such inoculation, be proof 
against the rinderpest. In the meantime valuable information 
might be obtained from members of our profession practising 
in those parts of the country where ordinary cow-pox is known 
to prevail. Many remarkable instances have been recorded 
where individual cattle or entire herds have escaped in the 
midst of surrounding pestilence. Can it be shown that this 
exemption has been due to their having suffered previously 
from the cow-pox? It seems, however, that the ordinary 
cow-pox has for some years been dying out in this country, so 
that it has been difficult to obtain fresh lymph direct from the 
cow, and thus the cattle of this country are probably less pro- 
tected than formerly against the variola in a severe form. If 
this be so, there is no reason why vaccination should not be 
practised as commonly among cattle as among men. The 
above investigations have been carried out in connexion with 
the experimental inquiries instituted at the instance of the 
medical committee of the Cattle Plague Commission. Their 
former recommendation as to the arrest of traffic in cattle is 
now being urgently pressed on the Government by the 
farmers at large ; and if the views enunciated by Dr. Murchi- 
son should prove correct, the value of the service of the Royal 
Commission will be of the highest national importance. 


SIR WILLIAM FERGUSSON, BART. 


Tue public, as well as the profession, will, we feel assured, 
learn with satisfactionthat her Majesty has been pleased to notify 
her intention of raising Mr. Fergusson to the honours of the 
baronetage. That distinguished surgeon received on Friday, 
the 22nd inst., a letter from Earl Russell, informing him of 
the Queen’s gracious intention, and stating that the honour 
was conferred on account of his ‘‘ distinguished merit and emi- 
nence as a surgeon.” This, in our opinion, and we believe in 
that of the worthy Baronet himself, constitutes a considerable 
portion of the honour done him, since it shows a recognition 
on the part of the highest in the realm of his exalted position 
among the surgeons of Europe. Sir William Fergusson has, 
it is true, been attached to the Court for many years, both as 
surgeon to the late Prince Consort and as surgeon extraordi- 
nary to the Queen ; but he has never been in personal attendance 
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upon her Majesty (she fortunately not having required surgical 
aid), and thus can have no immediate claim upon her regard, 
such as two of our physician-baronets—Sir James Clark and 
Sir Charles Locock—have. We are happy to regard the dig- 
nity thus conferred as a special compliment to great ability 
and high general character in strictly professional paths. In 
his autobiography, and speaking of his own baronetcy, Sir 
Benjamin Brodie says, ‘‘ An hereditary rank, however small, 
without some independent fortune, is really an encumbrance ;” 
and we are, therefore, glad to be able to state, that Sir William 
Fergusson is not unprovided in this respect.. He is also blessed 
with both son and grandson, in whom his title will survive him ; 
though, as many of our readers are aware, the partner of all 
his early troubles and later successes has unfortunately not 
survived to witness the attainment of his well-earned honour. 

It is thirty-one years since the last baronetcy was conferred 
on a London surgeon—Sir Benjamin Brodie, who had then been 
serjeant-surgeon to the King for two years. He was a colleague 
of Sir Astley Cooper, and had succeeded Sir Everard Home 
in 1832; and thus for many years, with this small interval, 
both serjeant-surgeons were baronets. Since Sir Astley Cooper’s 
death, Sir Benjamin Brodie was the only surgical representa- 
tive of this order—if we except Sir Stephen Hammick, who 
is now the oldest baronet living, but who never took a lead- 


ing position in London ; and after Sir Benjamin’s death surgery | 


remained in invidious comparison with medicine as regards 

hereditary rank. It is to be desired that a similar com- 

pliment should be paid to other living and highly distinguished 

representatives of our profession. 

THE PRELIMINARY SCIENTIFIC M.B. EXAMINATION 
OF THE LONDON UNIVERSITY. 


THE Senate of the University of London have directed a 
circular to the secretaries of the various Medical Schools on 
the subject of their Preliminary Scientific M.B. Examination. 
The Senate attach great importance to this examination, but 
**have had their attention drawn” to the fact that a large num- 
ber of candidates fail to pass it. In July last, out of seventy- 
five candidates, thirty-two only passed, forty-three being re- 
jected. The subjects upon which candidates are examined in 
the Preliminary Scientific Examination are—Inorganic Che- 
mistry and Botany, Mechanical and Natural Philosophy, and 
Zoology. The candidates are required to be at least seventeen 
years of age. 

When the majority of those who should pass an examination 
fail to do so, it becomes a fair question who is to blame: whe- 
ther the authorities, in asking too much ; or the candidates, in 
being clearly defective in their familiarity with important sub- 
jects. Accordingly the Senate are at pains to maintain that 
their requirements are reasonable. It is remarkable that the 
subjects most embarrassing to students are Chemistry, Botany, 
and Zoology :— 

** Of the 43 candidates who failed, 16 were rejected in Che- 
mistry, 8 in Mechanical Philosophy, 16 in Natural Philesophy, 
39 in Botany, and 32 in Zoology ; 4 of these rejections being 
in Botany alone, and 3 in Zoology alone.” 

It is quite intelligible that an examination in Botany might be 
made unnecessarily and unprofitably difficult and minute, and 
we shall hope to hear on this point the opinions of the members 
of the Medical Council who have paid special attention to tie 
requirements of the London University. Meantime we gather 
from the circular of the Senate—though it might have been a 
little clearer than it is—that they exact a knowledge, not so 
much of ‘‘the distinguishing characters of the natural orders,” 
as of Vegetable Physiology, and an ability on the part of a can- 
didate to describe plants placed before him. Authorities in 
botanical science have themselves very much to blame for the 
imperfect acquaintance with it which obtains amongst other- 
wise well-educated men. Between the profusion of Greek and 


in frightening men who would otherwise have come to a good 
understanding of all that is essential in the structure of plants 
in the function of their various parts, and in the difference 
between one plant and another. We entirely agree with the 
Senate, however, that the possessor of their degree should be 
familiar with Vegetable Physiology, and able to describe a 
plant—not necessarily, by any means, in the language of Lin- 
neus, or even of Jussieu or De Candolle, but in his own 
language, and with that appreciation of the structure, func- 
tion, and comparative importance of its several parts which 
present science is able to teach him. We apprehend that the 
Senate would really not reject a candidate for not knowing 
distinctions which mere botanists have fastened upon a plant, 
if he really showed an appreciation of the plant itself, and 
could differentiate it on anatomical and physiological principles 
from others. A minute knowledge of the place of a plant in 
the classification of botanists is as much an affair of Greek as 
of physiology; and involves an amount of Greek, we fear, 
which is inconsistent with duty to good English and good 
physiology in a man whose life-work is to be neither that of 
a Greek scholar nor of a botanist, but of a well-educated 
English medical practitioner. This is not a bad opportunity 
for saying that it is often painfully noticeable that good 
English is not amongst the accomplishments of the otherwise 





highly creditable graduates of the London University. We 
| say this with a very sincere respect for the achievements of 
| the Senate of the University of London in raising the standard 
| of medical graduation, and for the contributions of its gra- 
duates to medical science. 

| If the Senate are reasonable in insisting on a knowledge of 
Vegetable Physiology and a personal ability to describe 
plants, they are equally reasonable in their requirements in the 
matter of Zoology. Here they properly go further than in 
Botany, and require a knowledge of the distinctive characters 
and chief peculiarities of each of the great groups under which 
the members of the animal kingdom are now classified; and 
take care, by a Practical Examination, to test that the can- 
didate’s knowledge is of the practical sort, which is to be got 
only from specimens and not from books, The Senate describe 
the deficiency of candidates on this subject as ‘‘ lamentable ;” 
and urge upon the various schools the necessity of providing 
museums containing typical specimens. The time has gone by 
when the human body could be studied per se. As medicine 
comes to consist more and more of the application of a know- 
ledge of advanced physiology in pathological circumstances, 
comparative anatomy must become more and more indispens- 
able. 

We hope that the step taken by the Senate in issuing this 
circular will greatly reduce the number of rejections at the 
next Preliminary Scientific Examination. If it is painful to 
think of the large number of rejections in the early stages of 
the M.B. course, the Senate may well be congratulated on 
the fact that, in the ulterior M.B. examinations, the good 
effects of high preliminary acquirements are apparent. In 
the second M.B. examination scarcely any fail, and a large 
proportion pass with great honour.

To us the whole matter appears to li 
Scottish people, as a nation, do not keep Christmas as a season 
of enjoyment. The fact that there would be no Christmas 
vacation was duly notified in the University Calendar, so that 
the intention of the authorities was, or might have been, 
known beforehand. The great complaint, in fact, seems to be 
that, whilst Medicine has no vacation, Arts, Law, and even 
Divinity are curiously enough allowed to have a recess. 

Dr. Bennett addressed the malcontents, and stated that the 
object of omitting the Christmas vacation was in orderto allow 
the lectures to be brought to a close at the end of March, 
instead of at the third week in April; but, as ‘‘Spero” 
shows, the Professor’s reasoning is not so acute as usual, since 
a vacation of ten days would only cause the omission of four 
lectures, whilst fifteen is the usual complement of April. 

But this explanation of Dr. Bennett’s is more important 
than it appears at first sight, since it means nothing less than 
the reduction of the winter session from six to five months; 
for the Edinburgh session only begins in November, instead of 
October as ours does. The regulations of the Colleges of Sur- 
geons of both England and Edinburgh require a winter session 
to extend over six months; and we can hardly conceive that 
these authorities will accept five months’ lectures and study as 
an equivalent. Supposing that the lecturers of one or more of 
the English schools were to say they thought that, as the stu- 
dents were preparing for examination in April, it would be 
convenient to bring their lectures to a close at the beginning 
of March, how would the announcement be regarded here? 

Rather, we imagine, that lectures are of little utility, and that 
the givers of them can have but a superficial mode of treating 
their subjects if they can compress their entire subject into a 
tive months’ course.

the visitors to the College of Surgeons are perfectly satisfied 
is assuredly putting forward a statement which is not warranted 
by facts, and is only calculated to impose upon the cre- 
dulous.

THE “RESTRAINT SYSTEM” IN FRENCH 
PUBLIC ASYLUMS FOR THE INSANE. 
To the Editor of Tue LANcET. 


Sir,—I would ask you to allow me a few words in reply to 
M. Morel’s ‘‘ reclamation” against the annotation in THE 
Lancer (Aug. 19th), based on a communication which I did 
myself the honour of addressing to you regarding the ‘‘re. 
straint system” as witnessed by me in the public asylums of 
the Seine Inférieure—viz., at St. Yon and Quatre-Mares. 

M. Morel’s denial of my criticisms is very mild, I admit. 
My ‘‘ assertions are all errors or, at least, great inaccuracies.” 
He could not, if he replied at all, have said less. Still I wish 
to show you that my assertions were based on facts, and I 
therefore ask you to print the annexed rough notes made in 
my pocket-book on my two visits to these asylums. I would 
add that I was accompanied at both of these visits by one of 
the first authorities in Europe on all that relates to asylum 
construction and management, the Baron Mundy, M.D., of 
Moravia :— 

‘* Aug. 7th.—Went at eight a.m. to St. Yon. 1000 patients; 
twenty in restraint ; two in seclusion 4" for two 
years! A filthy, miserable old place, built in squares. No 
workhouse lunatic wards in England worse. 
the demented unemployed. 

Aug. 8th.—Quatre-Mares. Fifteen in seclusion; ten in 
restraint. Brick floors. Fifty dirty beds. Total, 665. Seats 
fixed. Built from M. Parchappe’s (the inspector-general of 
asylums in France) plans only eleven years ago! No recreation 
hall or amusements. Out-door employment. Cover (fixed) 
to baths. Baths only used three or four times a year for ablu- 
tion purposes. A thread of water dripping on the head one 
or oan Same for treatment (patient the while fixed in the 
warm bath by this wooden guillotine-like cover). Straw beds 
in wooden boxes (many). Men in restraint five months at a 
time. No view from the quarters of the agités (refractory) ; 
walls dirty. No wine for paupers ; water and cider.” 

I would only add one illustration from memory of this pic- 
ture ; the recollection of a harmless idiot we found tied up and 
fastened by the camisole to a bench because he tore up the 
grass, and whom we induced the attendant to release, and who 
quietly and helplessly lay downon the grass. Nor can I easily 
forget the complaints of a man restrained for five months to 
his bed apparently with the mania of general paralysis ; and his 
sufferings from the flies on his face all the hot summer through, 
and which he had no means to drive away ! 

I retract, therefore, none of the painful details related in 
my former communication. As I there said, I do not blame 
M. Morel (as Ido M. Dumesnil), who, between the lay governor 
and the sisters, has but little authority. I also adhere to my 
opinion of the general inefficiency of the sisters as attendants 
on the insane, and of how subversive of good government the 
existence of an independent ecclesiastical body within an 
asylum is. At St. Yon the sisters have a private lock to the 
wards, which the medical officers cannot pass. Several asylum 
superintendents both in France and Italy have expressed to 
me a similar opinion on this question, which is, however, I 
must admit, only an opinion, while the existence of the

In the public asylums of Europe there are at present 2,000 
strait-jackets in use, as Baron ~ lle reminded the Congress 
at Rouen. It is binding on those who know better to protest 
against such ignorant treatment, and the more so when, to this 
very hour, the ‘‘ restraint system” is defended in every work 
on insanity which issues from the continental press, with the 
one great exception of Professor Griesinger. M. Parchappe, at 
a recent meeting of the Société Médico-Psychologique, spoke 
of the non-restraint system at Hanwell as founded on false- 
hood and fraud, and added that in France they preferred the 
camisole, which permitted exercise in the open air, to im- 
prisonment in a cell—apparently the Inspector-Cioneral’s no- 
tion of the non-restraint system. Thus dense is the mass of 
ignorance and prejudice which I attempted, through your 
permission, to break up, if such might be. The task is not an 
easy nor a “—— one.

Obituary. 


CHARLES GEORGE RITCHIE, M.D. 

Dr. CHARLEs G, Rrrcn1e was the only son of the eminent 
physician and professor at Glasgow. He graduated in the 
university of that city, and became a licentiate of the Faculty 
of Physicians and Surgeons. Devoting himself especially to 
the study of midwifery and its kindred branches, he forth- 
with entered on an extended course of special training ; 
manifesting throughout talents of such high order that all who 
met him prophesied a brilliant future for the zealous and gifted 
young worker. He studied a year at Paris under Dubois and 
Pajot ; was at the great Lying-in Hospital at Vienna for eight 
months, and went to Wiirtzburg to study under Scanzoni, and 
attend Killiker’s course of lectures on embryology. On re- 
turning to Scotland he attended Dr. Simpson’s classes, and 
subsequently became one of his private assistants. He then 
held the post of Resident Physician to the Royal Hospital for 
Sick Children in Edinburgh, and came to reside in London in 
the autumn of 1863, being then only twenty-one years of age. 

He possessed, in an eminent degree, all the qualifications 
requisite for success in that branch of the profession which he 
had adopted. A perfect gentleman in appearance, manner 
and feeling, he had the happy gift of imspiring a confi- 
dence which his great professional acumen and skill fully justi- 
fied. His personal accomplishments, his genial, happy disposi- 
tion, and his courteous manner, soon gained Bn many 
influential friends, and those who knew him best loved him 
most. He worked incessantly, but always with his heart in 
his werk ; so that he never seemed to tire—poring over the 
pages of ancient medical writers, for the quaint and crabbed 
diction of the old Greek and Latin books was no impediment 
to him—noting with eager scan the latest French and German 
observations, for he was an excellent linguist—labouring with 
the scalpel and the microscope, for constant practice had given 
him an exceptional manipulative skill and neatness—penning 
scientific contributions on many subjects, for he possessed the 
happy power of writing good English, putting clearly and pre- 
cisely what he had to say. His ‘‘ Obstetrical Reports” and the 
comprehensive and valuable treatise on ‘‘ Ovarian Pathology,” 
which appeared only this year, were but the firstfruits of 
labours which he was not destined to carry on to their full 
fruition. Dead ere his prime, suddenly cut off in the very 
flush of a young and noble life, the news of his death came as 
a great shock to the large circle of professional and private 
friends, who loved and respected him for his personal qualities 
and sterling worth, and who confidently anticipated for him a 
bright and successful career. 

Dr. Ritchie was with some attached friends until late on 
the evening of Thursday, December 21st, bright and happy as 
was his wont ; perhaps more elate than usual at the = 
of spending the Christmas in Glasgow, intending to leave Lon- 
don on the following day. 

He went to his residence in Mount-street. Mr. T. Spencer 
Wells was hurriedly summoned on the following morning, and 
found him in bed and insensible. He never recovered con- 
sciousness, and died early in the afternoon of Friday. 

After a fatiguing day, he had probably been too tired to 
sleep, and so poured out for himself a dose of solution of 
morphia. But he took up a bottle of a very powerful solution 
which he had been using for hypodermic injections, and swal- 
lowed a poisonous amount. 

He was not quite twenty-four years old at the time of his 
death. The sympathies that will go out from the heart of the 
profession towards the bereaved father can afford but little con- 
solation ; yet the profession have a claim to share his grief, for 
they also have sustained a great loss in the death of this estim- 
able young physician.
